—— largenes of dominian they haus 
ept moſt tonſtantipe, ſtedfaſtiye, and 
fure. No2 J cannot with any maner of 
reaſon perſwade my ſelfe,that it hath 
bapned epther by chaunce, oz foztune, 
that 'oner paſſynge the confines of 
talye,the name and Empire myght 
aue bene extended, to the vttermoſte 
partes of the wo2lde : but that ra- 
ther it hath come to paſle, by pꝛudente 
by counſell, and by the feates of war, 
and aiſs by the famouſnes, and by the 
glozy of actes moſt baltauntty done. 

And in dede, where as we ought to de- 
ſire to haue foztune fauourable to our 
enterp2iſes, notwithſtanding it is not 
to be tudged , that ſhe hath rule oner 
euery thinge,and that ſhe is Lady in 
all matters. And as they that attri⸗ 


bute all infel{citye onelpe tofo2tune, 


and not vnto the negligence 4 erro2 of 
Captaines, be fooles and ignozantes, 
ſo likewiſe be thoſe , wbiche thinges 
directly and with ozder done, aſſigne 
it only vnto foztune,and nothinge at 
al vnto vertue, and to the diligence of 
the Captapne. And ſurelp it is a to⸗ 
ken of à malicious.and vniuſt man, ei⸗ 
ther altogether to ctere him from eue-

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publpke affatres,imputinge it to fo2- 
tune,oz to dep2tue him from deſernc> 
p2aiſe,the which valiantly e with in- 
duſtry, hath ouercome and bzought to 
good paſſe his deſire, iudging that the 
glo2p of the enterpziſe well and vali⸗ 
auntlp executed, ought to be attribu⸗ 
ted onlye vnto foztune, But almoſt e⸗ 
uery man, being inclined to gene con⸗ 
fidence to them that declare oz w2pte 
thoſe thinges,of the which they be er- 
pert, albeit that it ſeme they rehearſe 
thinges high and difficult to be done, 
and on the contrarye part, cannot be 
bzought to gene credit to thoſe that.

Noz it ſhall neuer bee 
found, that they haue vſed other then 
a ſure oꝛder, a iuſt occaffon to faight-F 
haue therfoze gathered fro theſe fonn- 
taines every thing 5 J haue witten:

abſtinent, and not erceſſiue in eating 
and dꝛynking, patient in trauaile, of 
witte pꝛompt, not couetons, nepther 
pong, no: olde, and that he haue chil- 
dꝛen, if ſuche a one map be had, and to 
be a faire ſpeaker, of good name and 
kame, and of muche reputacion. The 
cauſe why he ought to be temperate, 
is, leſt being inlured t geuen to plea⸗ 
ſure, he doe fozſake the care of thin⸗ 
ges, that be of moſt great impoztance. 
Continent it behoueth him to be, the 
which bath bene pꝛeferred to p gouer- 
ninge of ſo muche.tmpoztaunce : foz 
that pf the byolence of an vnbzideled 


minde, chaunſe to haue power and ly⸗ 


bertie to doe what ſo euer ſhall pleaſe 
him, it is after ſuche ſozte with wil⸗ 
tulneſſe duerwhelmed, that it cannot 
eaſelp be refrayned. J woulde haue 
bym alſo to be ſobze, to the ende that 
moꝛe commodiouſlp.he might be vigi⸗ 
lant in p affay2es of ſo great waight. 
Foz that in the time of night, by qui⸗ 
etnes of mind, the counſels of captat- 
nes examined, moꝛe perfectly may _

to be abſtinent ⁊ content with ſimple 
fare: s, foz almuch as the pꝛeparyng

Leaſt whiles thers 
happen accidentes, nepther fozeſeens 
no; looked foz, the Captaine be con* 
ſtrapned ſodenly,and vnp2ouldev foz, 
to take counſell, and the ſafegarbe of 
thinges to commit moſt fearekullp, to 
the diſcretion of foztune. Ft behoueth 
him not to be couetous no2 deſireful of

gaine. Fo2ſurelyof this vice he ongh 
moſte pzincipallye to take hede. 'Fo' 
aſmuche as, he that is not genen to 
paſſe muche of gyftes, of Syluer, and 
golde,maye moſt honozably haue the 
charge of ſuche doinges. And dute of 
doubt, there be ſome the which with | 
out anye whit fearing, foꝛ highe cou- 
rage and luſtynes of body, were apte 
to wpthſtand the armpes and power

iudge it deſt that age, that is in the 


middes betwene the one, and the o⸗ 
ther : beranſe that then, there is foꝛce 
and ſtrength, the which is not as pet 
ſpent no; conſamed with age: 4 pꝛu⸗ 
dence is founde in him, that is not ve⸗ 
ry ponge. And ſurely if any manne in 
this thinge will appꝛoue the luſtines 
and ſtrength of the body, without the 
p2udence of the minde: 02 lykewiſe the 
witte without ſtrength. J am certayn 
be ſhall doe nothing that ſhalbe well: 
foz aſmuche as lyke as the bodpe, that 
lacketh- pzudence, is lyttle wozth to 
tounſel, euen ſo the mind of pᷣſtrength 
of body, as from miniſters abandoned 
cannot commodiufly take in hande to 
do any 8 with pꝛofit bzing 
it to effecte, But he that hath bothe 
theſe qualities, ſhalbe mete to execute 
enery enterpꝛiſe. Foz that to him, as 
frely beloued ot all men, both with in⸗ 
teere affection of minde, when he ſhal 
tommaunde, molt redely they will o⸗ 
bey, geuinge fuil truſte vnto his woz⸗ 
des, and to what ſoeuer perilt he ſhall 
ut them, the one in trial of the other, 
til all be ready to helpe. 

+ We baue thougbte good that be 
B. ii. - ought 
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ought to be choſen captain, that hath 


thildzen, but fo2all that be ought not 
to be refuſcd that hath none, ſo that 
otherwiſe ye be ſtronge and pꝛudent. 
Af he haue childzen that be as pet but 
of tender peares, they retapne altoge⸗ 
ther bounde the mynde of the fa- 
ther, and as oſtages geuen to his coũ⸗ 
try.haue foꝛce to kindle in their father 
a marueplous fapth and bencuolence 
towardes it, c as it were with ſharpe 
ſpurres to pꝛicke him, and to inflame 
his minde againſt the enemies: and if 
bys childzen be nowe come to fuller 
age, with weapons, with fidelitie, 
with counſell, with diligence, accoms 
panipng him in the trauaples and gos 
uernment,and fapthfully ſeruinge in 
ſecret thinges, they may vnto a come 
mon welth bzinge muche profit.

pꝛiſe: no2 the ſounde of the trumpet, 
canne ſo mnche inflame the mindes of 
men to take thefr weapons, and con- 
ſtraine them moſt valiantlp to faight, 
as the tonuenpent, and acco2dinge to 
the time, the ſugred talke of the Cap⸗ 
taine maye mone thepm, bothe onto 
great actes fo2 the lone of vertue, and 
incoꝛage them fo2 the deſire of glozye, 
oz ells if neede be, to comefozte the 
mindes affliceed foz ſome duerthzowe 
had, his wo2des ſhalbe as a medicine. 
Weherfo2e,fo2 the benefit of the Hoſt, 
fo: to lighten the heauineſſe of accy- 
dentes, the Acomodate ſpeakinge of 
the Captaine, by moſt reaſon, is moze 
to be deſired then the induſtrie of ſur⸗ 
geons, which folow the campe, onelpe 
to thende to heale woundes : fo2 that 
they take no charge, but to cure the 
hurts: But he with ſwete and curteis 
maner of ſpeakinge, comfozteth and 
moſte highly maketh glad the mindes 
of the weake and afflicted. Beſides al 
this,be confermeth the minds of them 
that be whole, and retaines them that 
be boldened. Then how much moze 
difficulte it is to heale the infirmities 
that is vanes, thou * whiche _ 
e , it, 
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be botbefelte and ſcene, euery manne 


knoweth. And like as no Citye will 


neuer make armpe, noz ſende theym 


without a Captaine, and determined 
gouernement, euen ſo nepther oughte 
the Captaine to be choſen ſuch a one, 
that knoweth not, noz hath not the 
grace in ſpeakinge, and that lacketh 
the faceletie and vtteraunce of ſpeach. 

Laſt of all we (aid that it behoueth 
to choſe the Captaine,that is eſtemed 
and of reputacion:foz as muche as the 
common people, haue a cuſtome ilwil⸗ 
1e be to ſuffer to be ſubiect to them 
who be of baſe condicion , e that haue 
neuer gotten neither honoz noz glo2y, 
And truly there is none, i by compuls 
ſion he be not made, that will be cons 
tent to folow that Captaine, wbo he 
knoweth to be of ieſſe wozthines then 
bimſelfe. Neceſſary. it is therfoze, that 
be be famous and noble, and by the o⸗ 
pinion of al men to be iudged valiant, 
And ſuch a man of vertue, of ſiomake, 
and of maners, as we aboue haue des 
clared he ought to be. 

But as J holde oppinion, that no 
Captaine is to be elected, hauing any 
reſpect to riches: euen ſo 3 — the 
poq;e man is not to be retuſed, ſo that 
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be be a good man, and a baliaunt. Foz 
in de de, I ſuppoſe not that any manne 
foz the detaulte of foztune, whether he 
bepooze 92 rich, deſerues eyther to be 
pꝛaiſed oꝛ diſpzaiſed. And ſurely euer 
man that is of abillitie and riche, and 
beſides that adourned with bounti⸗ 
falneſſe , ſo muche differeth from the 
poze, as an armo2 garneſhed with ſil- 
uer, and trimmed with gold, ercelleth 
that which is made of iron and bꝛaſſe, 
and that lacketh ſuch kinde of ſettyng 
fo:th. And ſure it is, that the one and 
the other, may couer and lpkewiſe de⸗ 
fende the Souldier: but the one ſemes 
to be moze excellente then the other; 
onelpe fo2 the giltinge and oznament 
that out ward is adiopned. 

It is nedefull likebwoiſe, to haue ad» 
uertiſement not to choſe anp, the whi⸗ 
che attends ro gather money, and con⸗ 
tinuallpe hath his minde vpon luker, 
and altogether is ſubiect to gapne,al- 
beit he ſeme aboue all other nruer ſo 
aboundant and riche,as doeth euerpe 
ſozt of marchaunts, banckers and ſuch 
of ipke pꝛofeſſion: fo2 as muche as ne- 
ceſſarily,thep be death, and of lit le ſto⸗ 
macke, as thoſe that with al their ſtu⸗ 
dpe attende to cuerp (mall gapne, and 
gruess 
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gpues themſelues in pꝛape to money, 
Mherby it hapneth that there can nes 
uer growe in tbem, deſire of anp hos 
no:able , illuftreous,o2 noble enters 


ziſe. 
5 Surely in a Captaine, 3 iudge that 
it is to be made accompte ot, the repu⸗ 
tation and Nobilitie of hys pꝛedeceſ⸗ 
ſo zs, if that chaunce in him to be foũd, 
but where no ſuch thinge is, it ought 
not to be greatly paſſed vpon:nepther 
fo2 ſuch cauſe,no man is to be reputed 
wo:thy to gouerne. And as in hozſe 
we will conſider their readines, and 
not that which appeareth outwardly, 
ſo J am of opinion, that iudgement is 
to be made of the nobilitye of men. Jt 
is verelp,a fooliſh and ſtraunge thing 
not to conſider who 4 what they be, 
vnto the which muſt be geuen commiſ⸗ 
ſion to defende and to kepe oure Eſ⸗ 
tate, and pet to bebolde what they 
haue bene, and what their pꝛedecel⸗ 
ſours haue done: as if they which now 
ſo long agon are dead, might both de⸗ 
fende and ſaue va.

In the 
whtche-thing.,, it is not only nedefull 
the collncel and pꝛudence of the Cap⸗ 
taine, but it requireth a greate deale 
moꝛe good foʒtune. Becauſe that often 
times peraduenture chaunceth, that 
an Army happeneth vpon ſuche fitte 
places, and notwithſtanding the cap⸗ 
taine is ignoꝛaunt how to chuſe what 
ſituacion of grounde is beſt foʒ him. 
But of thoſe that are pꝛeſent to chuſe 
the beſt, and to loꝛeſce whiche to him 
is lpkeſt to be moſt pꝛofitable, is ſures 
iy a ſigne of a wiſe Captaine 
Some of a cuſtome when they go to 
faighte, truſting to the great number 
of men: haue ſet them in arape after 
the maner of a halt circull, ſuppoſyng 
to he able to intiſe the enemies after 
ſuch ſoꝛt, as though they ſhould come

nes in artificially making them. But 
that whiche aboue all thing, agreeth 
ſuyth the pzudence of a Captaine,
